The new shots are sin- 
gle-dose and given if it’s 
been two months since a 
vaccination or a previous 
booster shot or 90 days af- 
ter a COVID infection. 

The county’s announce- 
ment included a tally of 
COVID cases, hospitaliza- 
tions and deaths for the 
week ending on Sept. 6. 
There were 158 cases con- 
firmed and 47 more de- 
scribed as “probable.” 

The eight hospitaliza- 
tions during the week in- 
cluded a resident in their 
30s, four in their 60s, one 
in their 70s and two 80 
years or older. 

There was one death, of 
a resident in the age 80 or 
older category. 

The status of the pan- 
demic was updated during 
a Sept. 8 forum hosted by 
Senator Mike McGuire. His 
guest, infectious disease ex- 
pert Dr. Timothy Brewer, 
reported that the average 
daily COVID-19 case rate 
is about 7,000 cases per 
day in California and about 
75,000 per day in the U.S. 

“Just to put that in per- 
spective, that’s higher than 
any of the case numbers 
that we saw in the first 
year, 2020, until we hit 
that first winter surge,” he 
said. “Just to remind our- 
selves, that COVID has not 
gone away.” 

Brewer added that “the 
big difference” is availabil- 
ity of vaccines. 

“But where we really need 
to push it is with the boost- 
er doses,” he said, reporting 
that while 78 percent of the 
state’s population has been 
vaccinated, only 50 percent 
has gotten boosted. 

In Humboldt County, 67 
percent of the population 
is fully vaccinated, which 
the county defines as hav- 
ing gotten a primary series 
of mRNA vaccines or one 
single-dose Johnson & 
Johnson vaccine. 

As for how long the 
protection of new bivalent 
boosters will last, Brew- 
er said, “We don’t know 
for sure yet, we're still ac- 
cumulating data” but he 
speculated that protection 
will be slow to wane. 

The new boosters tar- 
get Omicron-descendant 
strains that are more trans- 
missible and vaccine-eva- 
sive than past variants. 

Some experts have de- 
scribed them as the most 
transmissible respiratory 
viruses they’ve ever seen. 

But Brewer noted an- 
other aspect — the “discon- 
nect between numbers of 
cases and numbers of hos- 
pitalizations and deaths.” 

Statewide, Omicron 
has resulted in less severe 
outcomes, with vaccinat- 
ed people accounting for 
fewer hospitalizations and 
deaths than unvaccinated.

essarily protecting as well 
against infection,” Brewer 
said. 

With the county’s defini- 
tion of fully vaccinated, case 
rates among vaccinated 
Humboldt residents have 
actually been higher than 
unvaccinated residents 
over the last year. In the 
week beginning August 28, 
the case count per 100,000 
residents was 13.3 for vac- 
cinated people and 7.9 for 
unvaccinated, according 
to the county’s web-based 
COVID Dashboard. 

The county’s hospital- 
ization stats are similar. 
From mid-March through 
August, 48 fully-vaccinat- 
ed residents and 17 unvac- 
cinated residents were hos- 
pitalized for COVID. 

From March through 
mid-August, there were 
fewer deaths among fully 
vaccinated residents, with 
six compared to nine among 
unvaccinated residents. 

During his forum, Mc- 
Guire related that he’s at- 
tended conferences lately 
and “if it’s a room of 100 
people, there’s probably 
three to six of us left wearing 
a mask.” He asked Brewer 
what his recommendation is. 

Brewer said wearing a 
mask does reduce infection 
risk, more so if it’s a well-fit- 
ting, high quality one. 

But he stopped short of 
making a hard and fast rec- 
ommendation. “Wearing a 
mask will help but if you 
feel comfortable without 
your masks, then that’s OK 
too,” he said.

The distracting confrontations 
and clashes came amid news that 
newly re-elected City Councilmem- 
ber Alex Stillman may not partici- 
pate in decisionmaking on the Gate- 
way Area Plan (GAP), according toa 
letter from California’s Fair Political 
Practices Commission. (Read the 
letter at madriverunion.com.) 

Stillman owns six properties 
that lie within 500 feet of the Gate- 
way Area, and, ruled the FPPC, 
“Councilmember Stillman has a 
prohibitive financial interest in the 
decisions relating to the Gateway 
Area Plan and may not take part in 
the decisions.” 

With Mayor Stacy Atkins-Sala- 
zar also recused for proximity con- 
flicts of interest, that leaves three 
councilmembers who can still work 
on the GAP. 

However, under the same body 
of regulations, Stillman’s disqualifi- 
cation now liberates her to lobby for 
the Gateway Area Plan, which she 
supports. And, as announced at to- 
night’s council meeting, she intends 
to do just that — advocate for the 
GAP to her thousands of followers 
on various social media platforms. 

Stillman read a statement ex- 
plaining her recusal and plans. 

Stillman’s statement 

I have been waiting for a let- 
ter from the Fair Political Practices 
Commission to determine if I had a 
conflict of interest. The letter finally 


without incident. 


arrived and stated. “The Act prohib- 
its Councilmember Stillman from 
taking part in decisions relating to 
the Gateway Area Plan because it 
is reasonably foreseeable that those 
decisions would have a disqualify- 
ing material effect on her interest 
in multiple parcels of residential 
and commercial real property, all of 
which are located within 500 feet of 
the Gateway Area Plan boundary.” 

The Fair Political Practices 
Commission regulations allow 
a disqualified councilmember to 
continue to communicate with the 
public or media, and they provid- 
ed an advice letter they had issued 
earlier on how to correctly use so- 
cial media if disqualified. 

“An Official’s use of social media 
to make a widely available public 
post regarding a matter in which he 
or she has a disqualifying conflict of 
interest is analogous to an official 
authoring a newspaper article or 
appearing on a radio program re- 
garding such a matter, or discussing 
such a matter with members of the 
community. We caution, however, 
that the post must be widely avail- 
able, and may not be permitted if 
the official has a limited number of 
followers or subscribers. 

“Moreover, the official may not 
directly message City members, of- 
ficers, employees, or consultants.”

During discussion of a road im- 
provement study, Watson said he 
had trouble understanding the staff 
report. Stillman said he should have 
gained an understanding during 
previous goal setting and budget 
hearings, but Watson again referred 
to his ADD problem. “I don’t under- 
stand what we're doing,” he said. “I 
still have questions that I feel like 
aren’t being answered. 

After the no-nonsense Schaefer 
tamped down a squabble between 
Stillman and Watson, City Engi- 
neer Netra Khatri gave a plain- 
spoken explanation, but Watson 
pressed for still more detail, which 
was provided. 

The council considered a request 
from Arcane Artists Inc. to extend 
the ending of amplified sound past 
10 p.m. for its 2022 Arcane Sum- 
mer Fundraiser Series, with events 
on Sept. 10 and 24, and Oct. 8, 15 


and 29. Prior events went until 
11:30 p.m. and midnight, generat- 
ing a handful of noise complaints 
from nearby residential areas. 

Promoter Joe Ostini explained 
the need, and the measures taken to 
minimize sound and visual impacts. 
But neighbors said working people, 
children and elderly residents had 
been disturbed by the noise. 

After discussion, Stillman moved 
to allow music until 11 p.m., which 
was seconded by Matthews. A Wat- 
son suggestion that neighbors be 
notified of the decision by letter 
was not accepted, and the motion 
passed 3-1, Watson dissenting. 

More tart exchanges ensued 
during a hearing on a technical 
amendment to the city’s Conflict of 
Interest Code, with Watson raising 
objections. As he spoke, he said, 
“They're plotting tight now to stop 
me from moving on,” he said with 
a giggle. 

At that, Stillman offered a mo- 
tion to OK the amendment. When 
Schaefer referred to policies of 
the Fair Political Practices Com- 
mission (FPPC), an independent 
body, as “state recommendations,” 
Watson repeatedly mentioned that 
the FPPC’s advisories aren’t “state” 
recommendations. 

“I misspoke,” Schaefer said. 
“Thank you, Councilmember Wat- 
son, for correcting me so greatly.” 

“Youre welcome,” Watson said, 
and the motion passed 3-1.

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How forces aligned to create McKinleyville’s da ledik solar project

McKINLEYVILLE -— The solar 
Project named da ledik, (Wiyot) 
for “the sun is shining” cost $3.9 
million. $2,5 million (64 percent) 
came from grants and $1.4 mil- 
lion (36 percent) in loans from the 
state for the uber low interest rate 
of 1.3 percent. 

It creates a microgrid solar 
project that provides the elec- 
tricity to run the sewer plant and 
enough to sell to utility companies 
at premium rate hours. 

This joins the County Airport 
solar project which is California’s 
first multi-customer microgrid 
operating out of cleared county 
lands surrounding the airport. 
Many local entities tout their 
carbon free goals of alternative 
energy. The little community of 
McKinleyville builds state of the 
art solar projects because it can. 

The project was started many 
years ago when McKinleyville 
Community Services _ Distrct 
(MCSD) Boardmembers Javin 
Reid and Jeff Dunk became active 
proponents. 

They recognized from the start 
the need as generalist lay board 
members that working with an 
experienced solar contractor fa- 
miliar with the complexities of 
solar devilment would mean a 
higher quality proposal would be 
presented to the board. 

They laid out a project includ- 
ing pro forma financial projec- 
tions showing the facility would 
operate profitability. To a person 
these early proponents maintain 
if their proposal had gone through 
the solar project would be totally 
paid for by now. 

This early project quit moving 
forward and the reasons will be 
discussed. The board at the time 
was deeply split between conser- 
vative and liberal factions and 
there were communication prob- 
lems. This makes decisionmaking 
difficult, especially on innovative 
projects. 

The proposal caught the gen- 
eral manager by surprise, and he 
felt his role as general manager 
to develop projects for presenta- 
tion to the board was being chal- 
lenged. At a deeper level a major 
factor in not proceeding forward 
was that the general manager and 
these two boardmembers did not 
get along 

The project immediately be- 
came controversial, and the two 
board members proponents felt 
they had to defend the contractor. 
While the contractor helped de- 
velop the project and by all rights 
should morally be awarded the 
contract California regulations re- 
quire competitive bidding. 

Environmental documents 
have to be produced before a de- 
cision can be made to approve a 
project. In retrospect, the board 
supporters and the contractor 
needed to separate themselves 
and the contractor be relegated to 
one of many contractors. 

While the project was to aid the 
environment, the supporters un- 
derestimated environmental pro- 


cedural requirements. The proj- 
ect Return on Investment, (ROI) 
financial projections assumptions 
were optimistic and met with 
skepticism. 

For example: This was a time 
of a spike in oil prices which had 
just gone above to $100 a barrel of 
west Texas Crude. (WTC). 

WTC as a shorthand substitute 
for other energy source costs. Pro- 
ponents and many of the public 
stated the price of oil could only 
go up and soon would be 120 dol- 
lars a barrel. Project return cal- 
culations were premised on the 
alternative of high price of oil 
prices. 

The higher the price the more 
competitive solar power would 
be. A majority of the board was 
not convinced a recent trend up- 
ward in oil prices would continue 
thus affecting long term viability. 
In fact, the prices did decline sig- 
nificantly for over 10 years. 

This made the project to be 
perceived as to risky. The sewer 
plant at the time was primarily a 
settlement pond operation and 
did not need a lot of electricity to 
run. That made it hard to amor- 
tize a large solar capital invest- 
ment to be cost effective. 

No provision for a solar proj- 
ect had been provided for in the 
board adopted 10-year capital 
budget for this early project. This 
meant having to suddenly raise a 
million in cash and would disrupt 
existing capital projects. 

To a person, these early propo- 
nents maintain if their proposal 
had gone through the solar proj- 
ect would be totally paid for by 
now. 

Since that proposed project 
has become ancient history, the 
numbers were not re-run against 
oil prices to test the assumptions 
needed for profitability. The vi- 
sionary concept by Javan Reid 
that solar would work in fog- 
gy Humboldt County and could 
provide power a waste treatment 
plant had been established. De- 
spite delays this vision never left 
the staff and board culture of 
MCSD. 

A good number of years later, 
changing water quality standards 
required a major upgrade of the 
MCSD sewer plant to meet state 
treatment standards. The vol- 
ume of energy needed by the new 
plant required a large increase in 
the amount of electricity to run 
the new sewer plant. This would 
greatly increase customer rates. 

Subsequent long-range capital 
budgets provided for a solar proj- 
ect meaning that there would be 
cash to fund a solar project and 
that it was a top board priority. 
The board had good communi- 
cations. Greg Orsini as general 
manager was able to forge and 
maintain a trust and teamwork 
relationship with the board and 
staff. 

General Manager Greg Orsini 
came up through the ranks and 
knows every inch the sewer and 
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water pipes. What is unusual is 
his ability to work with very dif- 
ferent political views of staff and 
the board. 

He immersed himself in the 
leading solar technology with the 
goal creating a state of the art solar 
project. This was complimented 
by developing state agency grant 
funding relationships such as the 
State Water Resources Board. The 
number one key financial element 
was the large grant of $2.5 million 
or 64 percent of the solar cost. 

The cost of bituminous coal 
has nearly doubled, natural gas 
and other forms of available en- 
ergy increased since the origi- 
nal proposal. The price of solar 
panels had declined significantly 
from $7 during the initial project 
to 30 cents for the proposed proj- 
ect. The market cost increases of 
fossil fuel energy sources greatly 
strengthened fundamental ad- 
vantages of going solar. 

In summary, the volume of 
electricity grew greater, financ- 
ing and a majority of project costs 
were supplied by grants, and the 
cost of producing solar electricity 
was cheaper. 

In the meantime, the public 
had grown anxious. Goal resolu- 
tions to set a short time to become 
carbon neutral were commonly 
adopted by public entities. The 
MCSD Board wanted more flex- 
ibility in the presented goals and 
began making amending modifi- 
cations to the language. 

A heated exchange on making 
amendments ensued. The public 
presenters noted that other local 
entities had adopted the strong 
resolution language to convert 
to alternative energy without 
change. In response to the board 
making amendments adding 
flexibility the credibility of board 
commitment was challenged. 
Public 

Comment: “If you don’t adopt 
the resolution presented you will 
face recall.” 

Boardmember Exchange: “You 
mean you are going to recall us for 


putting flexibility in the renew- 
able energy goals resolution and 
supporting the other local govern- 
ments who adopted the carbon 
neutral language without change, 
though we are the only local spe- 
cial district actually building a so- 
lar power sewage facility?” 

The Board and Community 
played a positive role. The rock- 
ing back and forth between liberal 
and conservative board majorities 
became less important than ap- 
proaching decisions on a factual 
business basis. The goal was solar 
but it had to pay. 

Three boardmembers had suc- 
cessfully converted to solar for 
their homes. Two boardmembers 
played a role at the statewide lev- 
el. One board member used their 
contacts with Democrats and 
having the State Water Resourc- 
es Control Board to make Davis 
Grunsky extremely low interest 
rate funding available for solar 
projects associated with sewage 
plants. 

Boardmember Dennis Mayo 
comprehensively and persistently 
advocated for many years to every 
politician he met the solar project 
need for grant funds. The support 
of all community blocs of voters 
broadened and deepened com- 


munity support. 
Dennis Mayo, known for his 
baroque cowboy approaches 


straight out of the 1860s and who 
enjoys fierce right-wing presenta- 
tions, has another side. 

He puts his national views 
aside and comes to the meetings 
with a pragmatic business side in 
service of the District. 

His support gave assurances to 
the conservative side of the spec- 
trum the Board could be trusted. 
The Board had diverse represen- 
tation so that major groups such 
as conservatives and environmen- 
talists in McKinleyville felt they 
were represented. 

Boardmembers came to the 
meetings, not to score political 
points but to make the best rea- 
sonable decisions for the district. 


Mary Burke, an environmentalist 
had an intuitive sense of board 
process that kept the board meet- 
ings focused. 

George Wheeler, a boardmem- 
ber and solar enthusiast, rallied 
the environmental community to 
put pressure on the MCSD Board 
and staff to get a solar project-any 
solar project-built. Quote from his 
wife Jennifer Wheeler: “George 
went solar in 2005 with a 5000 
KW photovolt system that was the 
largest residential solar array in 
Humboldt County at the time. For 
George MCSD going solar was a 
no brainer and a win.” 

This was well received by the 
environmental community. A 
long-term boardmember advo- 
cating the solar project felt their 
and other board member years of 
prior efforts were being ignored 
by the environmental communi- 
ty in favor of George creating the 
project. 

The general manager deftly 
praised both and refocused efforts 
on approving the waste water 
treatment solar project. The proj- 
ect was approved unanimously. 

A brief discussion of the good 
things of the solar power project: 
By going solar the MCSD saved 
the district and ratepayers signif- 
icant sums. The solar power op- 
erates outside the grid so MCSD 
can continue operate the sewer 
plant even if the overall electrical 
grid does down. This provides re- 
siliency by operating outside the 
grid. 

Financial planning is facilitat- 
ed by having a predictable certain 
price for power. Best of all, it will 
reduce the MCSD carbon im- 
print In conclusion pragmatism, 
team work, perseverance and fact 
based decision making created a 
great solar project. 

Thanks to the public for their 
input and patience. MCSD need- 
ed both. May the da dedik, sun is 
shining, solar live on.

nia Trout, told the MCSD board at its 
Sept. 7 meeting. California Trout is lead- 
ing the effort to create the salmonid hab- 


itat. 


The area was the site of the MCSD’s per- 
colation ponds, which were used to dispose 
of treated wastewater. Since they were con- 
structed, the district has found more ef- 
fective ways to dispose of the wastewater, 
which is used to irrigate the adjacent Fisch- 


er Ranch. 


Years ago, the district considered re- 
storing the percolation ponds to their nat- 
ural state, a project that could have cost its 
Sewer Department as much as $1 million. 

Instead, the idea of turning the ponds 
into salmon habit was hatched, with the 


first designs beginning in 2015. 


This summer, the project went out to 
bid and Kernan Construction received the 


contract. 


The Baduwat (Mad River) Estuary Proj- 
ect involves re-grading the old perc ponds 
to create aquatic and riparian habitat. 

A channel will be created which will 
connect the ponds to the Mad River. This 
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improvements, 


will allow juvenile salmon to swim from 
the Mad River to the new ponds, where 
they can fatten up during the winter. 

The project also includes the removal 
of invasive plants and, starting in October, 
revegetation with native plants. 

The project will also include trail 
with work continuing 
through mid-October The trailhead begins 
near the foot of School Road, where there 
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$25,000.

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More staffing lets Arcata Fire re-open 


ARCATA On Sept. 8, Ar- 
cata Fire Protection District 
re-opened its third station 
permanently. The station 
had been closed due to staff- 
ing shortages faced by the or- 
ganization over the last year. 

The district began receiv- 
ing revenue from Measure F 
in January of this year, fol- 
lowing approval of the Spe- 
cial Tax by the voters in No- 
vember 2020. A portion of 
the revenue was directed to 
increase the staffing levels of 
the organization. 

Following productive con- 
tract negotiations, the Dis- 
trict successfully recruited 
11 personnel, from firefighter 
to assistant chief, to fill po- 
sitions that were left vacant 
due to retirements and de- 
partures. 

With those new person- 
nel, the district can perma- 
nently staff all three stations. 
Although there are two va- 
cancies remaining, the re- 
cently hired personnel will 
allow the organization to 
maintain minimum staffing

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Our choice for Arcata: L Street Pathway and Park, or another major road? 


What do we want to see in Ar- 

cata? Do we make our roads 
better for cars, or do we make the 
Gateway area better for people? 
Yes, it is that simple. 

The draft Gateway Area Plan 
proposes we split the traffic that’s 
now on K Street and put the 
southbound traffic onto a new- 
ly-created L Street. 

Newly-created? Isn’t there a 
road on “L Street” now? Nope. 
Take a walk there and check it out 
for yourself. 

L Street south of Alliance is 
the old Annie & Mary train line. 
There’s a 10-block paved bike- 
and-walking trail, as part of the 
Great Redwood Trail rail-to-trail 
program. These days the “road” 
is a single-width strip, a total of 
4-1/2 blocks, in three sections. 
You can’t drive from section 
to section. It has never been a 
through-road. 

The Gateway Plan idea is this: 
K Street would be a one-way, one- 
lane street, northbound from Sa- 
moa Boulevard to Alliance Road. 
By removing one traffic lane and 
one parking lane, there’d be plen- 
ty of room for wide sidewalks and 
a separated one-way bike lane. 
Left-turn lanes would help with 
traffic flow, and bulb-outs extend- 
ing into the street would make 
pedestrian crossings shorter and 
safer. 

The southbound traffic would 
be routed onto a new road along- 
side the L Street Pathway. There’d 
be a non-dedicated two-way bike 
lane that doubles as a sidewalk — 
not ideal for either the bicyclists 
or the pedestrians. A strip of trees 
between the road and the path-

way. Otherwise about the same as 
K Street. 

I thought we weren’t going to 
create any new roads. Well, in this 
case, the planners are making an 
exception. 

Yes, there are advantages to 
splitting the traffic onto the two 
streets, one north and one south. 
Those are listed in the 
draft plan, and the en- 
gineers hired as con- 
sultants will praise this 
design. But let’s look at 
some other factors. 

¢ The current L Street 
Pathway is a treasure. 
If you haven’t seen it or 
been there, you really 
must go. A particularly 
pleasant part of the L 
Street Pathway is along 
the Creamery Building, 
with sculptures and 
outdoor seating and 
picnic tables and shade 
trees. It’s a part of where 
Creamery street fairs and festivi- 
ties take place and it’s used every 
day by people out for a stroll. 

¢ Picture the traffic headed south 
on K Street, coming off Alliance: 
Cars, motorcycles, pickup trucks, 
delivery trucks, a semi-truck. Now 
imagine all that traffic alongside a 
pathway where people meet to sit, 
eat, read, talk in normal voices, and 
even listen to the birds in the trees. 
With grass and trees (or maybe a 
hedge) between the pathway and 
the road, the engineers tell us, it 
will all be okay. No, no, no. Putting 
in a road there ruins the pathway. 
It would be a sidewalk next to a 
street. If you’d walk along K Street 
now, that’s what it would be. 

¢ A Linear Park would be a

jewel for Arcata. An area for us 
to enjoy every day and a noted 
destination for visitors. The rede- 
velopment that the Gateway Plan 
promotes on those parcels along 
the Pathway/Park would have 
small shops and restaurants on 
the ground floors — all pedestri- 
an-friendly and car-free. 

¢ Across the country 
(and all over the world) 
cities are taking out as- 
phalt in order to create 
parks for people. We’re 
seeing this in Ukiah, in 
Portland, in New York, 
in Chicago, in Atlanta, 
in 15 locations in cities 
in the Bay Area. It’s a 
definite positive peo- 
ple-friendly trend, and 
an encouragement for 
a walkable communi- 
ty. Through strong past 
efforts we already have 
the makings of a won- 
derful Linear Park. We 
already have what other cities are 
striving for. Why throw this op- 
portunity away? 

¢ The Gateway Plan is promot- 
ed as supporting non-vehicular 
transportation. Anything else 
exposes yet another of the many 
contradictions of the plan. Will 
Arcata become  walk-and-bike 
friendly or not? 

¢ The Gateway Plan also calls 
for a park within 200 yards of 
housing. An L Street Linear Park 
running the length of the Gateway 
Area gives a good start to that goal. 

¢ Putting a road on L Street — in 
order to make traffic flow better on 
K Street — is a car-centric approach 
to problems that can be dealt with 
in other ways. As to the difficulty 


of crossing K Street, that issue also 
can be improved through better 
design, like bulb-outs and desig- 
nated crossing lights. 

¢ Ideally in 20 or 30 years there 
will be less intense vehicle traffic, 
as the promise of walkability in 
the Gateway Plan comes through 
and smaller self-driving “pod” 
vehicles become more the norm. 
But if a roadway is constructed 
on L Street — and car-oriented 
buildings are built on that street — 
that road will be there for a long, 
long time. The height, mass, ori- 
entation, and purpose of those 
buildings will be based on facing 
a road, not facing a park. 

e On a one-lane street, what 
happens to the cars behind a de- 
livery truck — like a UPS truck with 
lots of stops? With parked cars on 
one side and a row of hedges or 
trees on the other, there’s no place 
to pass and so traffic is stuck. In 
2003 there was a movement to 
make H Street and G Street be 
one-lane so the sidewalks can be 
widened. The same delivery truck 
issue was pointed out, and, as you 
can see, it did not happen. 

* Crucially: A major problem 
with ambulances and emergency 
vehicles. On the new L Street as 
designed, the only place a car can 
pull over is onto a side street. Oth- 
er than that, if an ambulance or a 
fire truck is behind you, there’s 
nothing you can do — and there’s 
nothing they can do. 

¢ There is strong evidence that 
an L Street roadway simply can- 
not be built. At the north end of 
the L Street corridor, the City 
does not have the rights of way to 
build a road there. And the word 
I’ve heard is: They are not going 


to get the rights. So is it time for 
an eminent domain taking of that 
private property? We'll see. 

Dave Ryan, chair of the Trans- 
portation Safety Committee, had 
a strongly-worded accounting 
of his reasons for keeping the L 
Street Pathway and creating a lin- 
ear park — and ditching the idea 
of making L Street into a road. 
This was all part of the Transpor- 
tation Safety Committee’s Aug. 2, 
2022 recommendation to the City 
Council to give up the idea of L 
Street for southbound traffic. His 
full statement can be found a ar- 
cata1.com/union.

Green Diamond timber harvest 

Green Diamond has submitted 
a Timber Harvest Plan for a log- 


ging operation in 9. 
the Jacoby Creek 
watershed. Trees 
will be cut in three 
areas totaling 109 
acres. 77.5 acres 
will be clear cut, 
29.5 acres will be 
selectively logged, 
and two acres will 
have no harvest. 
Neighbors have 
several concerns: 
First, Washington 
Gulch, a Class II 
stream that flows through one of 
the areas to be harvested. Wash-

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ington Gulch is a potential salm- 
on bearing stream, and spawn- 
ing salmon have been seen in its 
water — most recently last win- 
ter. Green Diamond’s plan does 
not leave any “no harvest” buffer 
within the stream zone, but calls 
for selective logging within 75 to 
100 feet on either side of identi- 
fied watercourses. 

Second, in addition to clear 
cutting most of property (when 
selective logging for the entire 
area could be an option) Green 
Diamond’s rotations are relatively 
short, giving the trees only 45 to 55 
years to recover between harvests. 

Third, residents who live close 
to the operation hope that Green 
Diamond will consider a “no har- 
vest” zone close to the stream, re- 
taining trees over 36 inches in di- 
ameter with complex crowns, and 


that they will promise not to use 
herbicides within the plan area af- 
ter the harvest. 

Finally, there are still dry slash 
piles left in the area from Green 
Diamond’s previous logging op- 
erations. Forest fires from these 
practices are a real concern to res- 
idents who live nearby. Neighbors 
who want to get involved can con- 
tact Friends of Washington Gulch 
at FOWG95524@gmail.com.

A problematic potpourri of puzzling perplexities 


‘| remember most of it’ 

On August 1, 2021, the California High- 
way Patrol pulled over Arcata City Coun- 
cilmember Brett Watson after he crossed 
his Lexus into a lane of traffic on Highway 
101 that had been closed with a line of flares. 
Officers arrested him on suspicion of drunk 
driving, having demonstrated “objective 
signs and symptoms of impairment.” 

A note from that day included in a later 
investigator’s report into Watson’s behavior 
documented that when his vehicle was re- 
trieved after the crash, “there was still a cone 
stuck underneath his car.” A search revealed 
cocaine and drug paraphernalia. At booking, 
he was found to have a blood alcohol content 
of .15, nearly double the legal limit. As pub- 
lic documents show, this was not an isolated 
incident but part of a repeating pattern of 
reckless and dangerous behavior. 

A third-party investigation into allega- 
tions of harassment of city staff by Watson 
— a disturbing story well-covered by the 
Mad River Union — demonstrated beyond 
any reasonable doubt that Watson’s behav- 
ior created a toxic and hostile environment 
at City Hall over the course of several years. 
Included in that report was an extensive re- 
cord of emails and text messages that con- 
firm that Watson also routinely drove under 
the influence and was aware of the danger 
his behavior posed to himself and others. 

Here’s an excerpt from an email written 
by Watson on August 21, 2020: 

I guess its [sic] sad my car crash 
didn’t phase [sic] me. At this point 
I’m used to almost dying and walk- 
ing away from it and I don’t know if 
thats [sic] a good thing. Its [sic] hap- 
pened so many times that it feels rou- 
tine. It happened so fast. When my 
car came to rest in that gully or what- 
ever it was, I just calmly grabbed my 
backpack, climbed out of the sunroof 
and immediately handled the busi- 
ness of dealing with the crash. I knew 
insurance would pay for everything 
including a rental car and I’d just get 
another car. I had a little [redacted] 
when I got back on the road in my 
rental car but it was gone in like 5 
minutes. Then I bought a faster car. I 
feel like my luck can’t go on forever. 
Read that again. Watson is admitting to 

habitually driving so recklessly that totaling 
his car was a “routine.” He regularly put the 
lives of his Arcata constituents at serious 
risk without a second thought. He was so un- 
concerned that not only did he not change 
his behavior after a major crash, but instead 
he bought a faster car. 

Two weeks later, on September 6, 2020, 
Watson admitted in another email to driv- 
ing while so drunk that he couldn’t even re- 
member all of it the next day: “I had a drink 
before going to [redacted] then had two gin 
and tonics there then drove back to the stu- 
dio and grabbed another drink and took it 
to mad river Beach [sic] where I watched a

beautiful sunset, compliments of the smoke 
in the air. I remember most of it.” 

Fast forward a year to his August 1, 2021 
arrest. This was the first time the public be- 
came aware of Watson’s dangerous behavior 
on our local streets. Watson issued a state- 
ment at the time that described his struggles 
with personal tragedy and mental health. 
We are all better than our worst moments, 
and it is admirable to seek support for addic- 
tion and other mental health challenges. But 
Watson did not apologize for his behavior, 
nor acknowledge the danger this pattern of 
driving under the influence posed to his con- 
stituents and other people walking, biking or 
driving on local streets. 

Brett Watson’s abuse of city staff and his 
total disregard for the safety of his constitu- 
ents should both be disqualifying for public 
office. But since the investigator’s report was 
published, Watson has been unrepentant, 
baldly denying the facts of his own behavior 
— facts that anyone can read in the public re- 
port—and instead claiming falsely to be the 
victim of some imaginary Arcata cabal. De- 
spite this behavior, he has been able to attract 
supporters who care more about his politics 
of the moment than the total mockery he is 
making of responsible public service. 

So to those Arcatans who might be think- 
ing about voting for Watson: imagine for a 
moment that someone you care about might 
end up working at City Hall, or might just 
have needed to cross the street sometime in 
2020 or 2021 while Watson was behind the 
wheel. If that doesn’t convince you to vote 
for someone else, I don’t know what will.

Governments and their constituents 
sometimes, like children who do not heed 
the examples of their predecessors, have to 
often “reinvent the wheel.” And sometimes 
members of government, like foolish, im- 
pressionable young maidens usually se- 
duced by a cleverly turned phrase or a prom- 
ise, are likewise seduced by powerful, clever 
real estate developers. 

Many Southern California communities 
bear the legacy of local and county govern- 
ments usually had by rapacious real estate 
developers from smoggy, burnt, treeless 
mountainside to oil-stained beach can be 
found the fast, traffic-choked suburban 
sprawl in which governments now struggle 
at enormous cost to contain blight, decay, 
crime and the declining standard of living. 

Because the Humboldt County board of 
supervisors has apparently been similarly so 
easily taken by the same kind of developers,

and paved streets are not connected with

resentative, responsive local government. 
But before we in McKinleyville have to 
reinvent the wheel by having to learn from 
Southern California‘s example, we can sep- 
arate the board of supervisors and their 
real estate paramours, and so far as McKin- 
leyville is concerned, by incorporating! 
With local government being undertaken 
by local folk responsive and singularly lit- 
erally responsible to local folk, we can then 
develop and prosper as a community which 
uniquely serves its own citizens!

No need to know 


I worked for a defense contractor in the 
late ’70s. This required a security clearance 
which the company obtained after a thor- 
ough background check. I was given a badge 
to wear at all times that showed my level of 
clearance. 

My work involved the analysis of military 
systems. This could involve top secret infor- 
mation such as a system’s performance de- 
tails. For example, if an enemy knew a can- 
non was designed to hit within 20 yards of a 
target at 5 miles with 90 percent certainty, 
they could better plan their defense. 

Classified papers were stored in locked 
fire resistant file cabinets with added steel 
bar drawer restraints. 

They were never left out unattended, and 
were only shared with individuals who had 
appropriate clearance and a “need to know.” 

Ex-President Trump has taken to Mar- 
A-Lago top secret papers which reportedly 
include information on covert foreign op- 
erations, storing them in a less-than-secure 
manner. He claims it’s not a problem be- 
cause a president automatically has clear- 
ance for all levels of classified materials, 
which is true; but he also claims he has been 
given the right to just declassify them at will 
which is arguable. 

Here’s what I don’t understand. Trump 
says there’s no problem because the materi- 
als, including those designated “Top Secret,” 
have been declassified by him. 

Yet, if they still contain the same types 
of information I detailed here, as they must 
given their prior classification, how has 
this critical information suddenly become 
non-critical and can now be treated with less 
than adequate safeguards?

The evening’s program is diverse: Faculty and flute 
maker Gary Lewis has arranged Partita in A minor, BWV 
1004 by J.S. Bach for flute. Gary says of his arrangement, 
“Bach often reused material from his own composition, 
making alterations as needed to suit a new situation and 
instrumentation. The following selected movements 
have been arranged for flute from a piece Bach wrote for 
unaccompanied violin.” 

Daniela Minerva performs the Battle of Manassas by 
Tom “Blind Tom” Wiggins. The composition is a pro- 
grammatic work of the first major battle of the Civil War. 
Born blind and into slavery, he was a well-known African 
American composer and pianist of the 19th century. In 
1862, at the age of 13, Wiggins composed the Battle of 
Manassas. “Tom’s impressionistic musical description 
of the battle pits the harmony of the right hand against 
the discord of the left. An insistent bass conjures the 
trudge of marching columns, tonal clusters evoke the 
roar of cannon and musketry.” 

Humboldt alum and current faculty MJ Fabian per- 
forms his original composition Waltz #4 for Tenor Pan. 
MJ performs locally as the principal percussionist of the 
Eureka Symphony, as well as with the Calypso Band, 
Percussion Ensemble, and University Singers of Cal Poly 
Humboldt. 

Polish composer Grazyna Bacewicz’s Three Dances 
showcases Cindy Moyer on violin, who joins guest Ryan 
McGaughey on piano. McGaughey, a McKinleyville na- 
tive, is a Humboldt alum and previously spent a year on 
the music faculty at Humboldt. 

Darius Milhaud’s jaunty, carefree Scaramouche fea- 
tures Virginia Ryder on alto saxophone and John Cher- 
noff on piano. Virginia, on the arrangement, “Scar- 
amouche can be heard in versions for saxophone and 
piano, saxophone and orchestra, and Duo piano. All 
three were composed by Milhaud rather than being ar- 
rangements by others. While the version for two pianos 
is heard more frequently, the saxophone version was 
composed first as incidental music for Moliére’s Le Mé- 
decin volant (The Flying Doctor).” 

Arcangelo Corelli’s Sonata for 2 violins and Continuo 
features Cindy Moyer and Karen Davy on violin, Garrick 
Woods on cello, with harpsichord accompaniment by 
John Chernoff. Publisher Universal Edition remarks on 
Corelli's Trio Sonatas, “Only few works in music history 
can adorn themselves with the attribute 'epoch-making'. 
Corelli's trio sonatas are among them.” 

Rounding out the program is Trio No.1, Opus 51 by 
Danish composer, guitarist, educator, and painter Jakob 
Vejslev. Cindy Moyer (violin), Virginia Ryder (clarinet), 
and MJ Fabian (marimba) join to perform this contem- 
porary composition.
